In spite of warnings frtMn experts that the craft 
would be unsuitable for its intended role of subm^ne 
bunting for a variety of reasons, the defence depart¬ 
ment blithely embarked on an adventure which al¬ 
ready has c<^t the taxpayers of Canada in excess of 
150,000.000. 

That was the round, fat figure mentioned Thurs¬ 
day in the public accounts committee, it seems. It 
may be misleading; because as long ago as 1967 the 
bill had been rendered for $50,060,0W, and at the 
rate of escalating costs from ^e banning of the pro¬ 
gram it is probably very much higher at this point 

The report of the auditor-general for 1966-67 dis¬ 
closed some G^tonishing figures. Original estimate for 
the prototype’s cost was $9,000,000, away back In, 
1963. A year kter cost of the hull alone had jumped 
to $16,300,000, and by March of 1967, the figure was 
an incredible $39,^4,000, plus $10,132,000 for 
weapons. 

The report referred to the "inwcperience of the 
Contactor” and errors in sub-contract climates by 
both civilian and naval “experts" as explanation for 
the errors in cost prediction. 

. Meanwhile, in the civilian world, hydrofoils have- 
been developed to the point where they are opera¬ 
tional. But the cost of the craft which was to have 
run between Victoria and Seattle—and lost a foil 
during a run—was a mere $1,500,000. And the first 
United States naval hydrofoil launched in 1962 had a 
price tag of only $2,000,000. 

The Bras d'Or starts foil-borne trials next month, 
Mr. E. N. Armstrong told the Cwnmons committee, 
and he added that the vessel would represent “quite 
a major step forward in terms of cost.” 

This surprising opinion apparently is based on 
the fact that the Bras d’Or would have a comple¬ 
ment of 25 men compared to a destroyer’s crew of 225. 

But the navy has not yet even accepted the 
vessel. And if it does there is no reason to believe 
that it has the capacity to supplant the destroyer. 

The whole histoi^ of the Bras d’Or is little short 
of scandalous and it is regrettable that more out¬ 
raged questioners have not been heard in the House 
of Commons.

C ONGRESSIONAL SOURCES in Washington are 
cited as authority for a report that the United 
States defence department is considering putting 
armed, uniformed marines aboard airliners as a way 
of pre\^nting hijackings. 

One of the proponents of this idea, Senator Clif¬ 
ford Hansen of Wyoming, has drawn the compari¬ 
son of marines being used to guard mail shipments on 
trains in the 1920s. It might be likened also to 
another example in American transportation history, 
the guards “riding shotgun” on the stagecoaches, 
although the marines didn’t come into this picture.

It may well strike Uie Pentagon (not to mention the 
airlifts) that having armed guards in planes is an 
invitation to disasters such as have fortunately not 
occurred in what we can now call routine hijackings.

A stare followed by a look away 
signals rejection. 

Oi course, eyes are only part ol the ncm-verbal vocohu- 
lary. At least nine other (actors are involved: physical con¬ 
tact, proximity, orientation (do two people sit down side by 
side or opposite one another at a restaurant table?), appear¬ 
ance (clothes, hair, etc.),' posture, facial expression, hand 
and foot movements, head position, and t«ie of voice. 

Many of these come into play in the tactics of super¬ 
iority. as used by people with “presence.” Liking and a desire 
for intimacy are signalled by a different combination- by 
close physical proximity, sitting side by side rather than 
opposite another person, a lot of eye contact, smiling, a 
friendly tone of voice, leaning forwards with open, not folded 
arms and with the head forward too. 

Bui when proximity is forced on people who are strang¬ 
ers (crowded together in an elevator for instance), they 
avoid other expressions of Intimacy and look away. 

Important as it is in personal relationships non-verbal 
communication is not a magic formula. According to curbnt 
theories a person's aim in any social situation is to elicit re¬ 
warding responses from others.

We have all seen them in action: the drinker 
who gets served at once in a crowded bar; the actor 
who dominates the stage without saying a word;

voice.

Non-Verbal Interplay 


“We use words for exchanging information, problem solv¬ 
ing and things like that,” says Argyie. “but non-verbal com- 
municatiem is the main means of establishing personal re¬ 
lationships.” 

This was shown by one experiment at Oxford; a group 
of subjects was shown a series of videotapes on some of 
which the speakers tried to convey different impressions of 
superiority and inferiority merely by.the words they used. 
On others thb speakers used identical words but tried to put 
across the idea of superiority pr inferiority non-verbally. 

The latter were found to be more than 50 times as effec¬ 
tive on the scale used to assess reactions. 

Of all the different modes of non-verbal communication 
eye-contact and direction of gaze has been studied must 
thoroughly. 

By filming actual conversations and analyzing thorn 
frame by frame Adam Kendon, a former colleague of Ar- 
gyle's, has built up a detailed picture of the way eye-contact 
works. 

A speaker tends to look away while actually talking, but 
to glance up at the end of sentences for some* reaction from 
the listener, which usually takes the form of a nod or a 
grunt. He gives the listener a longer gaze when he has fin¬ 
ished what he has to say. 

Experiments in which the amount of eye contact was 
deliberately manipulated show how important this kind of 
aynchrontzation is. In one, things were arranged so that one 
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Practical Application 

A dominating personality for example will try to elicit 
submissive responses, an “affiliative” type looks for friendly 
intirnale responses. But if they overdo it, the other person 
may* simply go away, juat as they would if they were told 
outright that they were inferior. 

In fact, people use non-verbal techniques, just like speech, 
to sound each other out. A relationship will develop only if both 
sides find it rewarding. 

The study of non-verbal communication is already applied 
to interviewing techniques. (Simply looking away, for ex¬ 
ample, is a very effective way of damping down a com¬ 
pulsive talker). There are clearly applications in teaching 
and selling,'too. 

But the most interesting application of all is in psychiatry. 
Many mental patients have vast gaps in their repertoire of 
social skills, among which non-verbal communication is ex¬ 
tremely important. It ma-y be possible to help them simply 
by leaching these skills.

The belief that fish are 
much better eating if taken 
almost still wriggling to the 
fry pan is a fallacy, says 
Campbell River fishing guide 
John Ebert. "Leave them a 
day and they are belter 
eating," he says. 

He advises that all fish, 
especially freshwater fish, 
should be cleaned dry. "Don't 
use any fresh water. Salt 
water seems to be <^ay,” he 
says. 

Just use a spoon to take the 
■lime and the kidney blood 
along the backbone out of the 
then wipe the inside dry 
\rtth absorbent paper or a 
towel. 

Mr. Ebert says he has 
noticed that when fish have 
been cleaned wdth fresh water 
that within a day, or a day 
and a half, the bones start 
coming away firom the rib 
cage and the meat softens.

"It doesn't seem to hurt 
them U they are In an ice box 
and the ice melts,”^be says. 

They are much^Bctter eat¬ 
ing if they are cleaned dry, he 
says. 

“1 lijw to gut bluebacks and 
coho ^almost as soon as 1 
them ... just as soon 
as the bite U over,” he aays- 
"You can wash them in salt 
water ... It doesn’t seem to 
affect them. \Wien cleaned 
right away they don't bum.”

He notes that blues and 
coho are usually feeding and 
have a strong stomach con¬ 
tent vidiich bums the meat 
when they are left uncleaned 
too long. 

"One thing you • often see 
that makes for a waste of 
good fish is diat e«ne people 
don't dean them right aw«y 
and just throw them in the 
bottom of the boat.

He recommended starting 
slowly and working up speed 
later 

“Some people find their 
breathing becomes asthmatic 
if they start gasping in guilds 
of fresh air. To avoid this, 
they should concentrate on 
breathing out quickly, revers¬ 
ing the breathing procedure. 
Air comes in slower and stoiis 
the wheezing. 

Start Slowly 

“The tendons can also be- 
come inflamed if some sud¬ 
denly starts pounding around 
on hard pavement when joints 
h.’ive been treatedk gently for 
years, so the first ventures 
should be just under running 
speed until strength rctunts.” 

Good running shoes to 
cushion the feet are also 
important. 

“Too often, someone starts 
nut full of enthusiasm, and 
then gets pulled, muscles or 
inflamed tendons, and they 
drop the whole thing just 
through lack of precaution,” 
said Mr. Burgess.

A Greek ship of Liberian registry, Galini, cast off and 
moved away from the loading berth a day or two ago, but 
it will be replaced by another grain carrier sdiortly. 

With a carge oi ^,313 bushels ol wheat, the Galini was 
on her way to Japan—part of an accelerate movement of 
grain to Nippcai tc make up for a recent lull in shipments 
caused by wet grain from the Canadian west—too wet to 
be acceptable.

Timber is moving slowly and the whole fate of the marine 
complex has been a source of wmry and discontent to Victoria 
business people and particularly lumber handlers. 

They and stevedore firms charge that the Point has been 
sadly neglected by its administrative authority, the CNR, 
and that if the railway would spend some money on dredging 
and other improvements, it could be a source of much greater 
revenue for the district. 

Only dredging which has been done there recently was 
dune by Victoria Elevators which brought a Vancouver-based 
rig in to gouge out the grain loading bertii to a depth (rf35 feet. 

This will enable grain haulers of up to 25,000 tons to berth 
there during the oncoming busy season.

The more universal the 
theme thq belter, Bobby ex¬ 
plains. You can pick up song 
titles from what you hear on 
the street or the bus. or at a 
party. So mix around and 
listen well. Then find your 
way to express what you want 
other people to grasp. 

“But the main thing Is to 
work at it. Spend at least 20 
hours a week, or 30 if you 
can. The more you write the 
better you’ll get." 

Tommy Boyce, Bobby’s 
partner, says that eventually 
you get so that you’re com¬ 
posing 24 hours a day, even 
while you sleep, In yoUr 
subconsciousness. 

“How you woik Is up to 
you. You may have to spend a 
half hour on something, or 10 
hours, or maybe you’ll stay up 
all night. But if after a couple 
of hours, you’re not coming 
up with anything, go away 
from it for a while and forget 
it. Do something completely 
different until ready to go 
back at It."

KLDCBBEBRY WINE (E. 8.. Sait 
Spring Island) — The eldertwrry bushes 
that grow so profusely aHong the trails 
around BanK and Lake Louise are 
Canadian elders, Sambucus canadensis, 
and this Is the variety ordinarily used 
fbr the making of elderberry and 
eWerfluwer wine. I'm afraid, though, 
that I can't tefl you where you oan buy 
nursery apechnena of ttiis wild shrub. 
The eMera I can find listed in the 
nursery catalogues are Sambucus nigra, 
the European elder, in its stiver 
variegated and grdden variegated 
fmms. 

These produce berries aomewhat 
bSacker than the purple-black cf the 
Canadian shrub, and a little larger, but 
I don’t see why they wcaddn't be equtf y 
good for making wine. 

I might aay, though, that I have 
some dodbts whether any elder vrould 
atand up under the salt sea spray in 
your exposed seafront location; eiders 
are notoriously susceptiUe to salt. I 
suggest you experiment In a small way 
befm Investing much in die project, 
trying two or three epecSmens In the lee 
of a windtareak «f some kind.

It has an agreement with the British manufacturers for 
purchase of the SR-N4, which can seat 300 passengers and 
carry 30 cars. Ihe manufaeturera recently advised Padfie 
Hovercraft that an Intermediate model, die BH-7. which 
accommodates ISO passengers, is being made ready for 
prodtxtion. 

Mr, Jones said the company might purchase the BH-7 
first, rather than the SR-N4. 

However, if the SR-N4, Is put into service, Mr. Heeney 
has said that it could provide 10-hour service from Kelsey 
Bay to Prince Rupert, or 12-hour service from Vancouver to 
Prince Rupert. 

Another of the eventual uses for the larger craft, now 
being investigated, is for freight delivery or for transport¬ 
ing ore from mines not now functioning.

Because hovercrafl travel above both water and land, they 
are expected to revoJutionize transportatiDn ^piethoda In 
northern regions, Mr. Heeney said.

The 
Registrar of Shipping tn Ottawa had 
to devise a new clasification for 
hovercraft, series CH. 

The imispective Vancouver Island 
passenger on the proposed Victoria- 
Vancouver hovercraft run naturally 
wouldn't be concerned with such 
technical niceties. What he would be 
icrt^«$ted in are the safety factors, 
the ««venience, the speed — and 
whether he would need anti-aeasick 
pillsl 

These speedy water-bugs have 
captured the imaginatkii of every¬ 
one. Since foeir introductlMi in the 
early 1960s, in Ep^and, hovercraft 
have successfoUy been used on 
numerous ferry routes, carrying 
hundreds of thousands of passen- 
gera. 

Now, Inquiries are coming in to 
Westland Hovercraft, Elnglaiil, from 


all over the world, particularly 
Canada, and the U.S. regarding their 
sultablii^ ba travel over sea, ice, 
snow, mud and land. 

A Westland SR.N2. powered by 
four Bristol Siddeley “Nimbus” 
engines has been (^wrated in Canada 
and has proved that cushion-craft can 
travel anywhere, with complete 
safety. They were found partcu- 
larly useful in nortbem winter 
conditions, capable of traversing the 
most inhospitable, bleak areas. 

The principle underlying he 
hovercraft's ability to travel over a 
wide variety of surfaces is to reduce 
friction by providing a cushion ol air 
underneath the craft Air pressure is 
maintained by fans, driven by 
separate motors from those providing 
propulsive power. No part the 
craft touches the ground, or water, 
as the case may be. 

A provision has to be made to 
prevent the air escaping too rapidly. 
This has been achieved by means of 
a flexible skirt encircling the 
perimeter of the craft. When the fans 
are started the skirt inflates until 
the craft is hovering an inch ch* so 
above the ground. 

'Hw height of hover depends on 
tiie size of the vehicle and depth of 
the skirt, which can be from two to 
30 feet. >Ur leakage, if it is too high, 
would seriously reduce the hover- 
crafts' efficiency and the fans would 
be overly extended just to maintain 
air pressure. 

It is for this reason that yuu are 


likely to see only large hovercraft 
capable of carrying 30 and more 
passengers. For it is to the 
designer's joy that the bigger the 
hovercraft the smaller the leidcage of 
air. For the mathematically minded 
reader the formula is expressed in 
this way: 

Any increase in the area ot the 
craft is proportionate to the square 
of the increase in the air leakage 
area, l.e., the hem of the skirt. For 
four times the size, only twice the 
power is required. 

An added bonus with larger 
hovercraft, and a welcome touch of 
reassurance to tiie intended travel¬ 
ler, is its greater stability over 
choppy waves. 

In fact, a hovercraft ride is aifr 
exhilarating experience to be com¬ 
pared with low-level flying — and at 
speeds which make ships seem likel,, 
rowboats. Sixty or 70 miles per 
hour is a good cruising speed for a 
hovercraft. 

Should a deadhead Ue in foe way, 
the craft will ride over it without a 
tremor. Indeed, the bigger land 
craft can pass over an automobile 
with safety. The flexible skirt gives 
with the impact and flows over the 
obstacle. 

As for anti-seasick pills, only the 
most sensitive stomachs would need 
them. (It is not unknown for Prairie 
folk who have never seen the ocean, 
to get a queasy feeling at the very 
thought ot such a large expanse of 
water!) 

'The main (Ejection to hovercraft, 

BO many think, is the noise. Oak Bay 
municipality rejected an applicati<m 
by Pacific Hovercraft Ltd. for a 
terminal near the marina after 
residents and council complained of 
noise. 

The assistant traffic manager of 
B.C Ferries had this to say when 
asked about the level of noise; "I 
don't think -a hovercraft makes any 
more noise than a Viscount aircraft. 
Oak Bay's main problem would be 
the great volume of traffic with 
which It would have to cope.” 

A ho\'ercraft spends only a short 
time on land with mgines running, 
and the noise level hasn't deterred 
British authorities from using them. 

Inside the craft noise is not a 
problem. 


Another objection was doubt that 
hovercraft could negotiate the waves 
encountered in the Strait of Georgia. 
English C^hannel waves of six or 
seven feet are common, tbe Oiannel 
being notoriously unpopular with 
poor sailors. There, hovercraft have 
operated successfully and it is 
reasonable to assume, that there 
would be very few jdays in the year 
when a hov’ercraft would not be able 
to {riy ' the Strait. Certainly, the 
weather gets no worse here than it 
does in the Channel. 

Eventually, howreraft of more 
than 100 tons and carrying 200 
passengers will be shuttling back 
and forth at 80 miles an hour, riding 
30 to 30 feet above the waves. It 
only requires a little more time and 
research before tiiese big craft are 
seen doing a multitude of jobs; 
passenger carrying will be common* 
place. 

Some ot the more obvious uses 
for the versatile cushion principle 
W'ill be adopted by tbe army. 
Landing craft will have an obvious 
advantage over conventional craft. 
Ifovercraft can be run up a beach« 
dispensing with the need for a dock. 
Mined roads and beaches will be 
skimmed over safely. 

Blown-up bridges will be ignored, 
cushion-craft will speed over the 
water; specially-adapted craft with 
wheels will carry trooops and tanks 
over roadless ground, the air cushion 
preventing the wheels sinking into 
the ground. 

Hovercraft have made excellent 
air^a rescue vehicle, taking shal* 
knvs and land in their stride. Fire* 
boats and farmers, oil cempanies 
and railways will all make go^ use 
of the versatile cushion-craft. 
Though because of their poor 
steering characteristics on land, it is 
doubtful whether hovercraft will 
ever be used at speeds on roads. 

Should you be worried in case 
the air cushion fails while you are a 
passenger, have no fear. Your trusty 
hovercraft will settle on the water 
and sail home like its soon-to-be 
outclassed relative, the boat.

AN IStAND OF YESTERDAY 


TRADITION MARKS VICTORIA’S 


FAMED TeBAGCONIST SHOP 


The customer still gets 
}lthe royal treatment no 
matter what he buys from 
ihe most humble packet 
of pipe Heaners to a hand- 
carved block meerschaum 
pipe. 

The (oudder ot the company, E. 
A. Morris, was bom in London and 
came to ^itlsh Columbia in 18T7. In 
■ copy of the eonnfMuiy*8 1937 
catalogue his career is described as 
iollows: 

“After some years as a prospec¬ 
tor f«n: gold in the Cassiar, and later 
as a manufacturer of explosives In 
Ok Fraser River Mining District, he 
saw the possibihtiea that lay in the 
tobacco importing field, to in 189S he 
started ttw present wholesate and 
retail business, in what was then 
known as the Cblonist Block on 
Govemment Street, Victoria, B.C. 

“The rapid growth of the ooneem 
soon warriuited expansion et the 
premises and the present store 
which still retains the distinction of 
kekig one ol the largest and best 
equipped tobacco shops on the 
l^etfic Coast is the result. 

*ln 1999, Mknring the Klondylw 
goM rush, Me. Morris with eharae- 
taristic fore^ght, estaUished his 
beadquartere and bonded warehouse 
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hi the rapidly growing cit|r of 
Vancouver, opening the present 
store on Hastings Street and later a 
third shop at S35 Granville Street.*' 

After a fire at the turn of Uk 
century the Victoria shop was 
renovated and refurbished with band- 
rubbed mahogany. The glorious 
woodwork and the mirrors still 
rvmain dK characteristic features of 
the sbm today. 

Mr. Morris had noticed fiiat the 
shops be vkited in London all had 
gas jets to allow their customers to 
light dKir cigars in the stcoe. He 
ordered a moat elaborate lighter for 
Uk Govemment Street shop. 

The cigar li^er can still be seen 
ki operation today. It was shipped 
firocn Saa Pranciseo by Joseph 
Musto Sons and l&enan Company, It 
u in Mexican onyx and is probaUy 
the oniky chm of its kind left ki the 
world today. 

If there hav« been changes In the 
Indtatry there has been continual 
and tmbrokea tradition in the 
Victoria store. E. A. Morris started 
the tradition ot service in Victoria 
personally and it has bera carried 
on Id the present time by Walter 
HitchcoK. 

Walter H i t c b c o z started his 
career, which has now spanned 
nun than ball a cenbiry, with E. A. 
Morris in 1913. He had been working 
with a Mdlectiao agency in Vklnria 
when he saw a job with the tobacco 
company opening in Vancouver. 

After meeting Ihe famed Morris 
to Vancouver the two men hit it edf 
and Mr. Hitchcox stayed on the 
mainland for a year to team Ok 
trade and was tlwn moved back to 


Victoria. Except for two years 
during the war he has been on the 
job since that time. In 1932 the 
positlcHi of manager of the Govem¬ 
ment Stree t store was open and Mr. 
Hitchcox got the job. 

Since then he has been a well- 
known figure'to local residents and 
to hundreds of thousands ot tourteta 
who have sought his advice on all 
phases of dK cigar, pipe and 
tobacco haUt. 

> Mr. Hftehcox looks back over the 
years saying: "There have been no 
great changes. This shop is stOI nm 
as a first-class, we think high-class, 
tobacco, pipe and pipe-cmoklng 
sundry shop. The quality and the 
items we sell have not changed 
much, only the prices. Thiiqps now 
cost fwr arid five times as much as 
they did." 

Because his unicpie pos it ion 
and knowledge the gentle-maonered 
Mr. Hitcbemc has been a Mend and 
advisor to many well-known leea] 
personalities and also to a number ot 
international celebrities. 

He says: "In those days we sold 
many Havana cigars to writ-known 
Victoria people. One who eomee to 
mind was the late Dr. Helmeken 
who used to buy his tin of Old Oium 
every second Satorday up wtil a 
week or two before be died. I 
remember I^. McKeima, bead of 
the Indian Department, whose eon 
still deals in here. Thra there was 
Joseph Hunter, the engineer who 
constructed the E and N Railway. 
He used to come in and buy one 
imported cigar on a Saturday 
morning. 

**I assume his wife wouldn't 


tolerate cigar smridng around Oia 
houae because be would stand at tbs 
back of the stcM% and finish this OM 
cigar and then he would walk out. 
He came back every Saturday. 

"TTk Hoa. James Dunsmwr had 
bis favorites too. At one tima gg 
kept a brand of specially imported 
Havana cigars for him. It happened 
to be caned the Henry Clay 
Secretary of the Navy and it sold tor 
50 cents. I thought that it was an 
knmense price, then all of a sudden 
he decided he was going to anoke T 
wtd B pluK. which he did from tben 
on. 

"Vie have had all of the 
Dunsmuir family here from time to 
time. Some of the girls were heavy 
dgarette smokers. Mrs. Dunsmuir 
as far be 1 know didn’t smoke at aR> 
“Most of toe family smoked. One 
of the girls used to buy a very hig^ 
grade gold-tipped Egyptian cigarette 
whiri) she used to buy 500 at a time. 
She must have given a lot away «r 
smoked very heavily. 

"We had a very interesting order 
and were asked to get in touch with 
Ottawa and they suggested that we 
should get some cigars for dw visit 
of King George VI. We went to a lot 
of trouble and we got in touch wltb 
what we considered toe best cigar 
maker to CUba. 

"At that time we considered tois 
to be the Corona factory. ITwy 
u n d e r t ook to put up these cigar* to 
that the king should be handed a 
Individual booes. It was unthinkaUe 
cigar out of say a box of 25 so they 
bad to be todividually wrapped in 
todnidual Spanish cedar boxes. We 
got to the point where they decided 















to do thU individual pack«KiDC to 
IHBtminers of 10 in Spnnirii oedar 
■Dd then at the last momeDt Ottam 
fcfuMd to accept the thiac becauae 
they bad the Corona band on. WeB 
«i ooarse this was a famoua 
trademark which they bad used (ir 
yean. This was the beat cigar and 
Ibe best known high grade cigar all 
aver the world, the ccxnpany balked 
at tibia. They said they used this 
Cortma band which ahoived a crown 
cn for so many yean. 

‘'Tbey rehised to make any 
itftange and Ottawra had to accept it 
that way and that’a the way they 
came in f<»- the king. They were 
served that way at a banquet at the 
Empress Hotel when the king and 
queeo were there. 

"We had another amuaing faict* 
idait when Edward, then Duke of 
Windsor, came here when he waa '«a 
n visit to the United States. He 
stayed at the Empreaa Hotel aod the 
manager was in a bb; of a thzy 
because they hadn't any imported 
clgan to speak ot down there and 
they naturally assumed that the 
Prince of Wales would be using high 
grade Cuban cigars. So 1 loaned 
them 200 or 300 ot d lft e ien t brands 
CD a consignment basis. 

*'After he had left they returned 
0ie whole lot to me saying that the 
Duke of Windsor didn't use any 
Cuban cigars at all and they didn't 
give any out. They found his room 
littered with Camel cigarette pack* 
ages so he evidently was no cigar 
smoker. 

"Years ago there wu another 
unusing incident. I had be«i to see 
a moving picture called the Little 
Shop Around the 0>mer one nersm 
irixi was in it was Frank Morgan 
but I have never been very good at 
remembering actor's names. The 
next morning this little chap came 
in with a yachting ' cap, viltite 
trousei^ and a blue blazer. He 
started to look over our pipes and I 
thought to myself; 'Surely I lutow 
this man.* It suddenly Dashed across 
my mind that I had seen hkn in the 
picture. 

"1 said to him: ‘By the way Sir. 
you loc^ very much like someone 1 
was looking at in a incture last 
night,’ and he said: ‘Oh, rea&y’ and 
he cocked up that left eye his in 
Die way he usually did. one at hts 
habits, and he said: ‘WHI. now 
that's a coincidence,' and I said; 
■Yes, It is. I saw tte picture Ttie 
litDe Shop Around the Cbmer last 
night and it looked very much like 
you Sir,' and he asid: 'DM It really 
DOW,* so I said: 'Was it actualiy 
you,’ and he replied: 'Wril of course 
It was and I had a lot of fun. Did 
you enjoy it?’ and I said: ‘Very 
much indeed.’ We had a long chat 
and I sold Frank several pipes. I 
lound him a moat pleasant feOtwr." 

to addition to tbe flow of tdd 
eoatomers there is a steady flow of 
young peo(4e into the Government 
Street establishment. 'Ihey oome 
toooi all parts oi Vaaoouver Island. 

Mr. Hitchcox is ready to serve 
Wxwi as advisor in the (^pe problem. 
“A lot of young people ultimately- 
get down here. Somebody has sent 
them after telling them: ‘You should 
moke a pipe rather than cigar' 
ettes.’ Quite often and several times 
a day over the past few years I 
have found myself in dw sort of 
position as a consultant. X have bad 
several doctors who have sent 
patients down here advising them to 
get away from smoking cigarettes. 

"Some have even sent a sort of 
prescription with their RX on it 
saying : ‘One tin ot sucb-and-such a 
tobacco and stick matches end a 
pipe.* They have also brfd the 
patient to me for a short lecture 
OB bow to start smoking a pipe. 

*1 usually use the simile of the 
oU coal stove. I say now if you keep 
toe idea in the back of you^ mind 
that when you light an old ooM 
stove with dry kindling all you get is 
iHat. This is exactly what you want. 

"When you smoke your pipe you 


toe public to the fact that the cohtol 
of toe outsMe wrapper on a eigac ) 
had no relation to tte strength of ttiB I 
cigar. But they finally gave up ton ' 
battle. The dark wrapper seems to 
appeal to the American buyer, t 
have no idea how this titie English 
Market Selection originated. This 
dark leaf is naturally cured in tbe 
sun while lor years the market 
called for a very light wrapper that 
was green and grown in the shade. 

’*lhe growers have now started 
to call the pale green cigars 
American Martet Selection to di»> 
finguish between the two t^>es.'’ 

While tbe ‘ Government Street 
store is best known for its tobacco 
products there is also a steady trade 
in walking sticks, canes, umbrellas 
and shooting sticks. 

Mr. Hitchcox explained this traifl* 
tkn. "We have always had a very 
big turnover here in miking iticito 
for tome reason. Tobacco and 
walking sticks were never corw 
sidered to be Jn the same class in 
this country BM strangely enough In 
England they do. Mr. Morris 
arriving here directly from Landcn 
must have had^this image in his 
mind. 

’“niis has meant that over th« 
years we have always s'lld hundreds 
upon hundreds of walking sticks. In 
the early days. 40 or 50 years ago, 
it used to be that men carried m 
pair of gloves and a walking stick. 
He didn't necessarily need It. he 
wasn't a cripple but he still carried 
a stick. We used to have a stand full 
of sticks in the middle ot the store 
and customers bought them just as 
they now walk in for a packet of 
cigarettes. Sticks were left here and 
there so they would walk in for a 
r>ew one. Ash sticks were particu* 
larly popular. They are a striding 
stick. 

"We also acid many presentation 
Sticks. They were given to a man 
who was retiring. They had gold 
bands with' the man's name en> 
graved. 

"Now most of our stick sales are 
to people who need to use a stick tiy-' 
get along the street. We sell sticks 
but now not for dress. 

"Sticks are almost bt the same 
category as snuff which seems to 
have fallen by the wayside. But like 
a stick. It is used by dear old ladiea 
and gentlemen who have sinus 
proMems and feel that this will cure 
it. It was an old fallacy that people 
who worked in snuD factories in 
England never got colds. It's like 
the attachment some old men feel 
fcH* clay pipes. There are a few . 
addicts who won't change. Why. Sd 
years ago. we carried hundreds of 
varieties of snuff boxes. I like a 
pinch myself now and again. ^ 

"Fashiems change and now only a 
few oldtimers use the stuD. The 
young people like the more exotio 
things, as I said, they go In for the 
fancy things. They Iflte French 
cigarettes and of course they want 
fancy cigarette papers which we no 
longer carry. 

**I can still remember h'MV 
stunned I was the first time I saw a 
woman light up a cigarette. It was 
over 50 years ago and she bought a 
packet of Egyptian cigarettes and lit 
up right here in the store." 

Things don’t shock Waiter Hitch- 
cox any more He still deals with 
letters from all parts of the United 
States some of which are only 
addressed to the Tobacco Shop, 
Victoria. 

The store is a great success, an 
island of yesterday, that flourishes 
in a world where gentle courtesy 
went out with the gas lantern. But 
then again E. A. Morris stiH has • 
gas cigar lighter. 

Shopping at the Government 
Street store is more than just a 
commercial transacti'>n — it is b 
delightful social experience.

matter what they say on the 
tin about mildness or coolness. If the 
bowl gets hot then they are just 
smoking too hard to keep it alight. 
This never bothers me. I don't care 
if I have to relight my pipe a half 
dozen times before I finish a bow] of 
tobacco but I don't let it smoke hot. 

"Smokers are also turning to the 
newer types of cigars. Tbe young 
smokers are interested in tte 
cheroots. We have them alL 

"11)6 youngsters like something 
exMc. They like long cigars and toe 
knger we can get them tbe berier 
they like them. We have some 190 
millimetres kmg now with a mouth¬ 
piece on the end and of course they 
love these. They stick out seven or 
eiglB Inches. The boys like the 
thinner cigars while toe older 
coroervative cigar smokers like a 
larger product. Perhaps the young 
men will start this way and then go 
cm to try the bi^er ones later.” 

Since the United States had 
pntolems with Fidel Castro tbe 
import of Cuban cigars into the 
United States has been forbidden. 
This restriction has had a significant 
imprecskm on business for E. A. 
Morris store. 

Mr. Hitchcox says, "We have a iot 
of fuQ here selling quantities ot 
Cuban cigars to Americans who 
cant take there back, bu^ who Just 
love to ait down and enjoy them 
while they're here. 11)ey just drool 
over the selection we are able to 
show toem. Many just don’t under¬ 
stand their own restrictions. I 
have to tell titem we have no 
quarrel wito Castro or Cuba. 

"The Havana leaf that once went 
to the United States now comes to 
Canada and we sell thousands of 
cigars made in Canada that are all 
Cuban leaf. They are ned imported 
in a manufacture state so they arc 
landed here at less duty. We can sell 
a 100 per cent Cuban cigar here for 
16 to 21 cents. The same cigar 
imported from Cuba would be 50 
CO) til. 

"The Americans like a cigar wito 
an outside leaf that has given rise to 
the name English Market Selection. 
Chie Canadian company spent thou¬ 
sands ot dollars .trying to educate 


reverse the process so that in the 
coal stove you svould get volumes 
and ralumes of cool smoke but not 
heat. That's exactly what you do 
with a pipe. Don't draw heavily (m 
tbe pipe. Just let the pipe smile by 
itself. 

"Breath out occaisionally 
through toe stem so'that the aroma 
of the tobacco reaches you through 
your nose not over the tongue. If 
you draw hard all you do is draw 
beM over your tongue and you're 
not enjoying the pipe if you keep 
and puUing on it to keep it 
ali^t because you are in the [»ocesa 
of burning kindling io a stove. 

"Ibere is of course toe matter of 
mildness in the tobacco. This is a 
relative term. Tobacco that looks 
dark is not necessarily stremg. It 
has more aroma and more body. 
Smote it slowly and it’s just as 
mild as the lighter tobacco. Lighter 
tobacco has the tendency, like kind¬ 
ling, to bum faster and ctmsequently 
hotter, especially for toe new pipe 
smoker who has not developed tbe 
habit. 

"Nearly all the manufacturen 
point out that you should fill a pipe 
half full instead of full in order to 
carbonize the bowl. This is absolutdiy 
toe wrong process. This is quite tbe 
reverse of wtiat should be done. Fill 
the pipe and smoke it down slowly. 
Let it go out half a dozen times and 
the action of this slow burning 
actually creates a carbon deposit on 
the Inside of the bowl to protect the 
briar. 

"Generally speaking young men 
choose light pipes. Often they choose 
pipes which I consider to be much 
too small because the bowl has to 
have capacity for a decent load of 
tobacco. After a while they cone 
back and they say it is biting their 
tongue and I go back through the 
old lecture on the fact that it’s not 
the tobacco and that toey are not 
■xnoldng it properly. 

"They can smote almost any 
tobacco I have in the store, be it $10 
a pound or $10 an ounce. St makes no 
difference. The burning comes from 
tbe heat and the temperature is the 
—m«i in all tobacco. It doesn’t

Trav€Uing down DougUu Street 
^rom Swartx Bay ferry terminal, 
after a long, varied and arAioua 
'drive of more than 2,000 miles 
from Yellowknife in the NorthwcBt 
territories, to Victoria, B.C., my 
attention tros taken by a shimmer^ 
ing sign, ris ing hold and clear 
above an attractive motor inm My 
thoughts turned back to the north 
and the gUttermg, shifting Nor-- 
them Lights which flame across 
the Arctic sky on a cold, mid- 
scinter^s night. 
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Thmightu of the Northern Lights brou^t back 
memories of the northerner who built ttiat motor 
Ino in Victoria—Victor D. Ingraham—affectton- 
ately known and remembered throughout the 
Korthwett TerritwIeB as "Old Cedarioot.” 


It was by a devious route that Vic. Ingraham 
finally arrived and settled in Victoria. 

Bom in Minneapolis in 1896. he early showed 
the stubborn, wild blood of his Scottish ancestors, 
by running away to wrangle wild horses in Texas 
at 14 years ot age. These were the first steps 
which ultimately carried him tfirough a no^ 
legendary life of adventure, excitement and ptun 
to reach financial success and become an 
enthusiastic devotee bt Vancouver Island’s 
famous fisiUng waters. 


Little did Vie imagine as he struggled by 
borse-slei^, dog-team and river schooner through 
(he rou£^ stretches ot Can^a’s wild, northern 
eountry, in search of the almighty dollar, that, one 
day, a northern highway. ITte Ingraham Trail, 
would be named after him in memory ot his 
sscpk^to, his courage and his indomitable will 
■ever, never to give up. 


It was Vie. Ingraham's often expressed belief 
lhat, "a man is the toughest thing oo earth to 
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■dilch he was to challenge, fight, overcome and| 
in the end, love. 

The first job for the ex-Texan wrangler was 
delivering the winter mail by horse-drawn slei^ 
from Fort McMurray to Fort FitzGerald high up 
at the northern end erf Alberta. When the hones 
couldn’t make the trip, dog-teams were used. 

During a stopover ut Fort FitzGendd. doea 
by the Northwest Territories’ boundary oe tbe 
60th paraUel, rumors reached the little log 
settlement of a gold strike at Great Bear Lake. 
500 miles straight north. 

Tbe times was the doUar-shy early SQt* 
uranium was unthought of then. Gold, azMi 
globs of silver, hidden in tbe deep pockets of that 
vMent, hardrock land were the incentives vrtilcb 
stinred the young, advfmturous mail-runner. 

Reaching Great Bear Lake, Vic. became ■ 
trader, cutter of wood, a doer of anything that 
would gain a dollar. The summer of 1933 found 
him captain of the small, wooden-hulled schooner 
Speed n. ferrying mlnii^ supplies to the Camexxxi 
Bay stakings on the far eastern shores of C^eat 
Bear Lake. 

Lhe schooner Speed H was Vic’s pride atwi 
joy. She became his eurse. 

Late in the fall of ’33, on his final trip of 0w 
season, the tiny gas-powered boat was cau^ by 
an early winter storm In the middle of Bear 
Lake. Twisted and battled by the snow-filled 
wind, rolling and staggering beneath the brutal 
force of suddenly whlpped-up, smashing waves, 
fire spurted from the engine room. Two men 
were below and Vic. jumped down in a futile 
rescue attempt. Wftii singed hair, smouldering 
clothes, burnt hands and legs, Vie. wHh Stu 
Curry, bis last crew member, jumped into a half- 
inflated air raft, and was swept away into the 
atfxiny darkness. 

Silent, crouching and still, the two men tossed 
aD night through the unrelenting storm. DayBghf 
found them on ttie Ueak and barren norther* 
shore. It was U days before a search party found 
than. Vic, more d^ than alive, his hands and 
feet now froet-blttm and poisoned with gangrene 
was delirous. Re was rushed by plane to (hd 
Dearest hospital, Akiavik, on the Arctle coasL 
Frtxn Aklavlk, he went to Minneapolis hoapitaL 


hall.” Adopting this credo, "Old Cedarfoot" Dved 
his life to the letter. 

Leaving Texas, Ific. toughed his time with 
railroad gangs, joined the U.S. Marines, saw 
service overseas in the First World War, then 
found himself with tbe White Russian Army In 
Siberia where, as he fortiuightly told It, ‘‘there 
were Yanks. Chinks, Japs. Mongols and Russ- 
kies—and none of us knew what we were doing 
there.” 

From the Philippine Islands, where he took 
his discharge, Vic. came to Canada and, by way 
of Calgary, slowly drifted northward to the land 
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Bit by bit. his body wu cut away. After tw«ty- 
seven operations in tbe loUowing yean, Vic. lost 
both legs below the knees and the tint Joints of 
three fingers (m each hand. 

'That's the end of Ingraham," tiie oldtimen 
■aid. 

But again, the izon will of this amazing tww 
• onfounded tbe laws at Ufe—and deaUi. 

When the gold fever of Yelti^wknile broke out 
tax 1938, Victor D. li^aham, broke, but still 
determined, hobbled into tbe settlement on a pair 
of eedarwood legs. Crippled, useless for active 
work. Vic found a small log shack, rented floor 
space for sleeping bags, set up a sandwich, and 
peihaps a shot of Scotch for trail-weary 
travellers, and began to prosper. 

Vic. had found his vocation—hotel man, 

nom tbe log shack, Vic. advanced to a 
fUmsy clap-board set of rooms, where even a 
whisper in one room was audible in tiie next, then 
on to b^^er and better bulhSngs until he reached 
hii northern zenith with the Ingraliam Hotel in 
|be new tonTisite of Yellowknife. 

During his rise to success. Vie. never forgot 
his early trials or tbe canuoradorie of his bush 
camp companions. Never did he tuni a "dowiMmd- 
outer" away. He bad no time at all die 
’‘stuffed-shirt” types which were beginning to 
shew in the north. In bis first small hotel in the 
old townsite, he had one rule: “Never throw out a 
prospector Hith a packsack, for a guy with a 
brief-case." 

Slowly, in spite of setba.:k3, much like 
break(ng-in of a balky range hirse, Vic. 
conquered the erratic movements of his cedar 
legs. First, the enitobes, then the two walking 
canes were laid aside. It was a proud day for him 
when he first walked down his hotel stain, 
unaided, on his own two wooden feet. 

A world-famous figiwe at dits time, Vic was 
honored by the exetosive Ebtpl'Wers Club of New 
York, and journ e yed tfiere h> accept bis 
aenbership. 

Wealth came to Vic now, and with k, 
opportunity. Besides the Ingriham Hotel, he 
owned a cab company, a storage company for 
beer and liquor shipments, a construction 
ooKnpaay and a car dealerahip which took in a 
territory of one million square miles, although the 
roads were few and the miles short. About this 
time, "Old Cedarfoot" earned anoUier soubriquet, 
*‘Mr. Yellowknife." 

Vic still liked to p) active when he could. He 
learned to drive a car, tractors and trucks. One 
winter’s day, his Iwotber Harry met him driving 
a heavy-duty truck over the cold lake-ice trait 
WieQ Harry remonstrated, Vic smiled his tigM. 
grim smile: “Hell, I'm better off ^han you. My 
feet won’t freeze.” 

About this time the old "toui^iie" be^ to 
soften. It was 1951. Vic, now 55 decided to leave 
the north for a more con^nial clim.-ite. He sold 
his northern interests and bought tlw Langley 
Betel, at Langley, B.C. From there, he moved to 
Courtenay on Vancouver Island, and the 

Arbutus Hotel in 1955. 

It was at Courten^ ttiat Vic discnvm^ tiie 
only sport that appealed to him—fishing. His wite, 
Mrs. Florence Ingraham, told me: "There uvre 
DO half measures about Vic. When the fishing bug 
hit him. he went nuts over ft Had his own fishing 
boat, the Zephyr, and was out every weekend, in 
aU weathers- At all hours of the morning, too." A 
lender look emssed her face as siw added gently: 
"He just loved iL" 

Vic’s big moment came the year he won the 
VuMouver Province King Salmon Club Trophy, 
w^ a S&pound tyee. His Ashing trips took him 
down the length of tbe Pacific coast as for as 
Maxatlan and Acapulee. to search of marlin and 
saflfish. 

It was in 1959 that this restless, energetic 
character decided to tonid a motor hoM to 
Victoria. Tbe latest, finest and final Sdroom 
bigraham Hotel was started on Douglas Street, 
and finished in 1980 at a cost of tl .OOb.OQO. 

Tbe end came suddentiy for Vic Ingraham. In 
December. 1961, a heart attack enrried away thla 
rough, tough, courageona. charitnble man. His 
were taken to Y eW owknife and .scattered 
from a low-flying airplane above the snoi^ 
rocks and tiuwi i waters of the laid he 

loved. 

At the funeral service, the Rev. Douglas 
spoke of Vic’s ups-and-downs. “He was no angel, 
but a man of charity and gre-it courage. ITiat his 
ashes shall remain here is a fitting end for a man 
Jn whoee Hte is woven tbe story of the north."

petitkffi was accepted by Ottawa, and the 
request granted. 

To date, only 50 miles of the Ingraham Trail 
have been completed. *1116 country it covers, and 
is to cover, does not lend itself to easy, 
ugexpei^ve road building. 

I travelled the 50-miIe -stretch last summer. It 
was an eye-opener to see the number of cars on 
the trail, the pleasuie beets skhnming the pladd 
surface of newly-revealed lakes, the water-skiers, 


the fishermen perched precariously on rocky 
outcrops, the bathing suits of hardy swimmers, 
and—yes, even a hotdog stand. 

Vic would have liked that. 

From YellowkniXe. skirting the gold-rich rocks 
of the Giant Yellowknife Gold Mines, the 
Ingraham Trail has no auspicious beginning of 
beauty. Dead, brown, bare spruce trees, choked 
by the chemical fumes from the mine’s 
production processes, make the first two miles erf 
a dreary, mute, uninspiring stretch. 

Then, passing thrqpgh this, the trail winds 
into deep, tfaick, evergreen forest; curls among 
h^ hills where bulges of multi-colored rocks 
Bash throt^ the thin-stetzuned timber stands and 
oBer tiie tourist his first true glimpse of northern 
grandew. 

About 10 miles out. one sees in the distance 
what kicks to be a small, peaked-roof bouse high 
on a hilltop. Qiening closer, we find it to be the 
top of the old F^tarmigan Gold Mine's head-frame. 
L^g since unprofitable and abandoned, the mine 
buildtogs stand stark, bare, unpainted and lonciy, 
with glassless window frames and black tarpaper 
streanoers flapping front the high walls. A picture 
of sad desolatinn' One wonders if the fiigraham 
Trail had been buflt earlier, would the miiw have 
had a longer life. 

niere is no doubt that Vic’s highway win 
unveQ great oppcHtunities for new discoveries, 
other mines. 

Past Proqvrous. whose quiet waters lap the 
edge of tiie hfglnray. the road winds on to Mile 26 
and the stiowidace of the Ingraham Trail—beauti¬ 
ful Prelude LAke. This tovely spot played host to 
Canada's first Arctic and Northern Scout 
Jamboree last summer, when 800 Boy Setaits and 
their leaders tram Britbb Columbia to Quebec 
gattiered far eight unfovgettable days of outdoor 
Ufa. 

Leaving Prelude, each turn and little rise 
brings ■aanetbing new; a ttoy Um. a wild tangle 
of dynamited rocks, an ea^’s nest on a high 
eUS, the plop of a rising, hwgry fish, a small 
araterfaH. a narrow, steel Bailey Bridge over a 
cascade of water and the breatiitaking excitement 
at the twin Cameran River Falls besides whose 
roartog. dancing waters we picnicked. 

A tew mila farther on. we reached the 
pe eaen t end of the ragd. The eonstructinn camp 
quarters were closed lor tbe season, the road 
buDdIng machinery was stored in a compound. 
Defcaii ns rose a tortiiddizig waD of forest and 
ro^. Beyond, lay the Barren Lands. 

As we retzaced our way to Yenowknife 
through the late dusk of a northern evening, the 
harshness of tins wide, wild land softened and 
vanis h ed the iforfcenkig shadows. There 

was qutetsess, and peace. 

And there was the mentory of Vie bgraham, 
**OU Adarfoot." far wtsxn this trail was named. 
It seemed so right Chat the frtgraham Trail should 
honor and perpetuate the memory nf a northern 
man who. by his life and actuns. bad become a 
northeni legend.

Down through tbe centuries cedar has been 
the willtog servant of man since Hiram rafted 
cedars of Lebanon to Tyre. For intnior finish, 
British Q^umbia red cedar is probably one of the 
most beautiful woods in existence. Its value far 
shakes and shingles has been confirmed tbrea^h- 
out tiie centuries. 

Red cedars grow to great heights, from ISO 
to 200 feet, with dSametm of from six to ten faet 
or more. Cedar is very li^t in weight, with 
straight and even grafa. There is seldom a trace 
of resin in the wood, though it possesses a natural 
oil whirti acta as a preservative. Cbdar wood is 
readfly Identified by its distinct and ^easkig 
aromatic odor.

Then there are Caisiar's Skeleton Creek and 
Skeleton Lake. To nrap up this macabre 
•oUection there are five "Coffins;'* ttiree islands, 
a lake and a poiDt. 

For the most part, It can be assumed such 
names are the result of accidents, all too frequent 
in the wild B.C.'af a century ago. Although not-so- 
accidental death has left its bladt maA on our 
map too. Like Murder Bay, Murder Cove and 
three Murder Creeks. Murderer Creek, Murderer 
Gulch and Blurderer Bar compieta the grim UsL 

Lastly. "Chase" an>ears on the dtart five 
limes. In some cases these riven and mountains 
were named alter picoeen. But at least cne has a 
more intriguing story: Chase River near Nanaimo 
was BO christened when an Indian murderer was , 
pursued along ttie tbes-nameless stream. Cap* 
bred, he was duly executed on Prateetkn Island. 
Gallottx Point oommemorates this unhappy 
chafMcr of provlDClal lore. t 

AU of which adds up to a lot of kxiee bodies 
and banes! 

The dkMovery and tnvestigatkn of many are 
to be found in the yeUawriiig pages ot old 
CeioBistii. 

The first case in our file dates back to Aprfl 
ot 1S61, when “two young men of this tow n , 
named John Evans and William Classett, wMIe 
out gunning in ttie woods, tai the ncigtdwrfaood at 
Cedar Hill, on Wednesday, found a number of 
human bones scattered around through the 
bushes. 

"The bones woe <iuite white and must have 
lain there some time » six numths or a year at 
least. 1116 skuB, and several ribs, together with 
the thigh, am, and leg bones, were examined, 
but no traces tfiat would serve to show to whom 
they had bdonged were diseoveied. The young 
men aecordtogly conietited ttiemselves widi 
extracting six teeth hnn the Jawbone, which they 
brought to town odth ftem." 

While camped near '‘Bthokeiuapii’s" fersi, 
Evans and Csiaett had been "very much annoyed 
during the night by the howllpg of wolves." The 
growling animals had venturi quite close to 
their camp until frightened oS by Evans firing 
his gim. 

Back in town, the men confectured as to tile 
fate of the dead sod, venturing the opinion be 
had become lost bi the woods and had been 
devoured by isetvee. The Colonist noted a 
farmhand named John Phillips had vnnMied a 
year earUer when mrfwg to town. Or the boties 
could have been those of "Mme '58 pioneer (male 
or female) who w an dered into the woods and fell 
victim to a want of sufficient knoiriedge of the 
ootsatry to find the way out again." 

Cedar H»i (hibiet and BlenUnsop Lake have 
changed so over ttie past century it Is difBcuIt to 
imagine wolves roamed the regton and pkneers 
became Inat in the wilds. The nidmams "LoM" 
no longer apfdles to Blenlcin»>p Lake since local 
fanners devastated Hs once beautiful pine 
fives ts. 

Seven years later, Victiriana dlBcuased ttw 
Identity of au ot h ei dkeleton. pidtod liu sa Foul 
Bay. From the waist op only the spinal coliann 
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remained wfiQe the lower half was intact, stBl 
clothed in expensive bla^ eassimere pants and 
fine calfskin boots. Investigators were abie to 
state the deceased had been a large man, poasihly 
one W'ilUam Black who had disappeared his 
hooM two months eariier "whde laboring under 
aberration mind." > 

The grim discovery revived another mystery, 
the uncanny duappearanoe of an elderly German 
miner from his nsgard Street room about the 
same time Black had da 2 ed]y wandered ott. The 
German's room bad been thoroughly searched but 
found to be “undisturbed." 

"His clothes lay <xi a chair, a Sbeent piece 
was found on tbe maiUelplecc, his pipe on a table. 
Just as he last laid them down. Eveiything in and 
about the apartment Indicated tiiat the man had 
stepp^ out-of-doors intending to return imme¬ 
diately — yet be was never seen afterwards. 

"Inquiry at one of the banks disclosed the 
fe that he had upwards ot S2,000 on deposit 
there. He was known as a sober, industrious man 
and had never shown any symptoms of insanity. 
The idea that he committed suicide is scouted by 
those who knew him best, and the presumption 
prevails that be was attadked near his room by 
some men aware of his wealth, who supposed that 
be carried tbe money cn his person, finally 
nastdered and his body secreted." 

Tbe Colonist concluded with an appeal to 
poliee to reopen tite case and "unravel the deep 
mystery.” 

A coroner’s inquest ruled the remains found 
bi Foul Bay were tixee of 3S-year-okl Belfast 
native William Black, that he conunitted suicide 
while insane. 

Yet another macabre devriopment came a 
week after with the discovery of another body, 
washed up by the tide at Clover Point. Tbe wwd 
"Kalkiak" tattooed on an arm indicated ttie dead

man was a Kanaka; decomposition was too 
advanced to make a more poaitive klentifleatian. 

"The body having been found near the spot 
where the remains of Wilham Black wne 
discovered has given rise to a suspicion that both 
men met their deaths at the same time. It is well 
known that Black was raving mad when last seen, 
and that on the rdghC of his disappearance he 
chased two or ttiree persons along Bi^age Walk. 

"What suppoaition is more natural than that 
he subsequently proceeded to Clover Point, 
encountered and seized tiie Kanaka and that botti 
fell into tile water and were drowned? The 
mystery will probably never be cleared up; but 
we cannot help thinking that the deatii of the one 
was totimately eonnected with tiiat of the other." 

The mjvtery was cleared up to a certafa 
extent the next day; the dead Kanaka actually 
was an Indian mining Iran Esquimalt fcT 
several weeks. Whether he met his end at the 
hands of a raving William Black we cannot say. 

Myers Creek, which flows into Kettle River in 
Sinulkameen district, was once known as Skeleton 
Creek after tbe bones of three men, believed to 
have been white, were fi>und ixi its banks. 
Prospeclors suimised the hapless trio had died of 
starvation or had frozm to death. The mkien 
took several uticles fixind at die scene to tbe 
regknal gold commissioner for investigatka. 
That official's examination convinced him the 
bones were those of wild animals. TTaai tiM 
change of name! 

Oct. 17.1871, a skeleton — this time definitely 
that of a human — was unearthed in the swampy 
flats of Odgen Point. Police judged ft to be thst at 
an Indian and to have been tiiere fw a cemsidez^ 

time. 

The wooded slmes of the Gorge yielded tiie 
next mortal rematoa two years lafer, when bones 
were found in a beat. Once again, police believed 
them to have been Ihtfan. tnteired In nati^ 
eustmn, and left (hem untfistimbed. 

In 1882 Ike CSotaafsTa Lae la Hadts 
correspondent reported ttie petbetle remains of a 
tittle girt had been ui^vered hy an Indian 
woman near 50-MDe House. They were Identified 
as those of one Mr. Gavin’s young daughter who 
had vanished to the woods the previous autumn. 

"Various are the conjectures as to w b ettie t or 
aat the child was able to walk that far, through 
the dense underhnirii and fatim tim ber , wMeh Be 
on the way," wrote the correspondent. "So M^ily 
tanprabable Is It Indeed, that during the genersd 
search It never oceurred to one of the eight men 
present to lock more than half ti^at distance, nor 
to tile distracted mother to go an far. thouffii she 
searched the woods in all dSrectfons. for days and 
apadca. after everyone else had given up. 

"Mystery and trickery vel] the whole affate; 
under the rireumstancea. individual views are 
tarmed by almost everyone who, so to speak, 
knka (be various points fei the fecc. Time may 
solve the mystery of her Cate." 

Whether time did thrav light on ttie unheppy 
puzzle, we did not team. 

Early is 1896 a man's akrieton was towd In • . 
hollow l(X( near Steveatm. As in the case of Mr. 
Gavin's tittie daughter, ive eannot say what, S 
anything, was teamed ot the affair. 

The year 1898 brought an even more 
tetrlgidng mystery to light. This case Involves g 
terWnBi and ... gold. 

For seven bitter months, a party of 
yrospecton had hiked up the treacherous banks 
of Stewart River through "what is known aa Use 
great desert." Here, deep In the wfMs of northern 
B.C., was a desi^te region of "interminable 
stretches of brows loek, sbunawd by Mr* and 
wild beasts, unbn^en by any vegetation, and 
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rewmbllnr nothing to much as ttie Dakota 
Badlands.” 

Fhiaily, after tiie m(»th8 of exhausting 
ttniggle, the prospeckat wen lacing 8)^rva£|c|b 
They were about to turn back'in despair i^en, 
200 mllea up the evil Stewart, they came upon the 
skeletons ol a man and a 8^. A fait which <ld 
little for their sagging spiritt. 

But, nearby, the ai ln er a Mvere overjoyed to ' 
find "a nugget of pure gold weighing a trifle over 
nine ounces, with several smaller lumps of yellow 
metal that are ttiemselvea quite enough to create 
a stampede,” Now taking a greater interest in the 
unfortunate man, they concluded he had been m 
his way to civilization with news’ of his immense 
discovery when overtaken by starvation, sickness 
or exhaustion. The aiH>earance of his bones 
indicated be had been there for at least two 
years. Who he had been, they could say. But 
they firmly resolved to learn the source of his 
gold. 

Suddenly refoeshed, the party decided to 
press on into the wasteland, serving Wells, Fargo 
man Henry Wilkinson outside for supplies. That 
gentleman, although suffering frcmt the effeete of 
his hazardous journey, immediately headed back 
upriver with 20 eager companions. 

Sooke is the scene of (Mir next gory find. This 
time, in Jan., 1909, Const. Carter of the provincial 
pc^ce was dispatched to Otter F(^t to 
investigate a skeleton ftxmd In some bushes. The 
remains had come to official attention when the 
propriety of the Light House Saloon received a 
letter from a friend in Sooke, saying a party erf 
children had stumbled upon the remains. 
Inquiries drew the conclusion the stm-y was 
incorrect until Otter Point Justice of the Peace 
Murray reported a rraident had "seen a skull 
protruding from the snow.” 

Const. Carter subsequently viewed the skuD 
and bemes in a cleft (rf rocks a mile and a half 
frem Otter Point. The bones were 30 feet above 
high water mark, eliminating the question ot their 
having been washed in by the tide. Evidently 
those of a youth, some shreds of rotted clothing 
led Carter to the view tiie body was that of an 
Indian and had been placed there over a year 
before. There were no marics violence and he 
concluded it was another case oi native burial. 

Indian remains of more sinister circum* 
stances were found in October, 1994. 

Forestry worker Edward Quilt, a member of 
the Chileotin band, was hunting at the head of 
lonely EUdn VaUey, near Taseko Lake. Leaving 
the narrow trafl, Quilt pushed through the dense 
foliage and shadowing jack pine to suddenly find 
himself standing over a human skull. 

Nearby were the scattered remains of the 
skeleton, except the leg bones which probably had 
been carried off by foraging animals. Kneeling, 
the veteran woodmnan examined his grisly 
curiously — and was startled to note a bullet 
b(de centered in the forehead. 

Searching the thick undergrowth, his probing 
^es methodically pieced blether the dead man's 
fate. Almost hidden in the grass was a rusted .22 
calibre rifle; in its breech an empty shell. Under 
the carpeting moss. Quilt found several unfrred 
.22 cartridges and one sheD for a .32-20. He also 
uncovered a very old camp fire. 

Poldi% the skull and rifle Into his pack, he 
began the lOt^mile hike to Hanceville. 

RCMP Corporal Wllf Benrow noted Quilt’s 
remarks and the location of the bones. Checking 
torough his wanted and missing persons files, he 
could not find any name that seemed to fit the 
ease, and ecmsulted Hanceville Coroner Rene 
Hance. An expert on local lore. It was not long 
before Hance remembered Harry Seymour. 

Ite recalled toat 30 years before Seymour had 
Aot and killed Mrs. Johnny Baptiste In a 
murderous rage during a drinking party. He had 
used a .22 rifle. Sobered, he had run from the 
cabin witti his halfbreed friend, the late Johnny 
Hance, at his heels. 

Jamming another cartridge into the breech 
Seymour had warned Hance not to try stopping 
him, mounted his horee and galloped into the 
snowy darimess. Moments later, he was gone, 
never to be seen again. 

A posse headed into the rugged wilderness 
after him in sub-zero weather. But It had been 
hopeless; few men knew the vat#, rugged 
Chileotin as did Harry Seymour. Months, ttien 
years rolled by police occasiwially checking 
rumors he had been sighted. But to no avail. 

Then Harry Seymour was forgotten. Until 
Edward QuQt, who had known him. stumbled on 
the skeleton near Taseto Lake. Ironically, the 
spot was but eight miles from Baptiste's cabin 
svhere the slaying had occurred so many years 

a. _ 

Miora. 

ne recnains were fcnv&rded lor examination 
to Dr. C. E. Borden of UBC's Anthroptrfogical 
Department, as Cpl. Berrow peinstaWngly traced 
the corroded rifle, finally locating a man who 
positively Identified It as Seymour's by n tin 
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patch on Us stock. 

Thus, 30 years after, police were able to 
stamp "case concluded” on the tragic file ot 
Harry Seymour. 

More recently, construction workers digging 
fence foundations near Nanoose Bay unearthed 
the remaina of several adults and children in 
shallow graves. This mass IdHing, as evidenced 
by the fact most skulls had been cracked at the 
time of death, dated back to the days when Island 
tribes warred constantly. The skeletons found at 
Nanoose were undoubt^y victims of some long 
forgottm massacre. 

An incongrous note was tbe fact one skuU was 
scrapped in a 1960 copy the Nanaimo Free 
Press. Workers decided someone had found the 
graves a few years ago wrapped a skull to carry 
it away, then changed Itis mind. 

The skeleton of a youth missing from his 


interi<v home for two years was found by boys 
out shooting in 1966. Police throughout the 
province and the northwestern United States had 
searched unsuccessfully for the high school honors 
student at the time. Foul play was not suspected, 
dtQrsaid. 

^akslgtops, it wxild seem turn up regularly in 
B.C., mlhbugh not in the provincial closet. 
Usually they dre.>,^ound to be early IndiaR. 
Sometimes they smSe^ closed to a yelkwing 
missing persens report. Or»,^ery so often, they 
spell the end to a long-ago mtlrder case. Or op^ 
a new one. 

As we mentkned, just hx>b at a map of the 
province some time for an excursion into our 
colorful—and oftimes gruesome—past.

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One of the almost forgotten physicians and surgeons of olden Victoria was Dr. William 
Augustus Richardson, who it was reaUy gave Royal Jubilee Hospital its start in 1890, 
^though tliia institution had been founded before. Dr. Richardson was first medical 
superintendent of the 1890 wing, opened that year by Queen Victoria’s son, the Duke 
of Connaught (1916-21 governor-general of Canada), who had arrived here from Japan 
on his way home to England. The hospital was named to commemorate Queen Vic¬ 
toria’s golden jubilee in 1887. The 1887 Jubilee wing was torn down some years ago to 
make way for the hospital’s latest wing.

Dr. Richardson seems to have been a zestless 
soul. He moved about a great deal. In the mid 
1891k Die Kiondyke gtdd rush fever hit Victoria 
and' Dr Richardson decided to take a flier at it. 
He would open a medical practice in Dau^on 
City. * 

It took him some time to really make up his 
mind, and then away he went to the golden north. 
He was much honored before his departure, and 
there seemed to be genuine regret here that he 
was leaving. 

The CoiMlst noted one farewell, in 1897: *’Dr. 
W. A. Rlchardsim, who has been for the past 
seven years the exceedingly efficient and popular 
medical superinten^nt of the Jubilee Hosifltal, 
and whn is now about to try his fortune In the 
Kiondyke was surmised by a number at 
empioyeea erf the hospital. 

"These wished to give expression in scone 
degree to Dieir very sincere regret at Dr. 
RichardUons’ Intending departure, and to give 
some tc4cen erf the respect and esteem with whkh 
he is regarded in the hospital. 

"Though eom{dete]y taimn by surprise, Dr. 


Richardson made a feeling speech, thanking those 
present, and assuring them that though separated 
fncMn them be would never forget toe Jubilee 
Itospital and the friendly relatkxis that existed 
between toe employees and himself. 

"A presentation was made to Dr. Richardsoo, 
and everyooe connected with the hospital thanked 
Dr. Richardson for his careful and wise 
management, and noted it has done luting good 
to the institution." 

The evening Dr. Richardsoo sailed away, the 
hospital's board of directors honored him:— 

"As Dr. Richardson was boarding the Danube 
on his way to the Kiondyke, the following 
testimonial from the Jubilee Ifospital Board was 
handed to him by Alex Wilson, president, and toe 
acting secretary, J. Stuart Yates; 

"*l^e Board desires to acknowledge toe 
receipt of your resignatkn, whkh. under the 
circumstances, it has no course open but to 
accept. 

"In doing this, however, the board takes nils 
<^)portunity of expressing the sincere regret felt 
by eacto director that the hospital has lost so 
efficient and painstaking a resident medical 
otficer, whose professional exertions for the past 
seven j^ars have been so potent a factexr in toe 
success erf this institutton, toe pride of the whole 
province. 

"We also wish to record our high apprecia&m 
ot the great exceUence of the general adminlstra- 
tion of the hospital, which, under your sole 
control and supervision, has added. In no less • 
degree to toe high reputetion which the hospital 
deservedly enjoys. 

"Id thus severing the connection which has 
been so agreeable, the board reciprocates your 
kind expressions for its continued prosperity, and 
heartily wishes you a golden harvest bi your new 
sphere of labor." 

Summer evening after summer evening. In Uf7 
and 1898. hordes of citiaens gathered on the dockx 
sailing away for the north. 

The Coloaiat told of the evening TV 
Richardson salted: “There was an enormous 
crowd on toe wharf to see the Danube steam 
away for the north with her load of gold seekers. 

"The people who left, especially those who got 
their supplies in Victoria were, if anything, better 
fitted out than their predecessors. There was one 
man, however who seems to believe in travelling 
light, for everything he possessed was a box at 
biscuiU, a box of tools and his blankets, 

“He evidently considers that there Is a 
providence watching over him specially, for he 
seemed perfectly satisfied that though others 
might pine for the flesh pots of Egypt and want 
to oome home, toat he unuld make out all right 
somehow. 

“There was a special cheer tor Dr. 
Richardson, who went aboard the jammed vessel 
carrying the handsome case of surgical instru¬ 
ments presented to him by his Victwia medical 
brothers, with their best wishes for his succe« In 
the land of the midnight sun. 

"There were, in all, 150 passengers, wito ov«r 
100 horses and, besides, quite a Dumber of doga.

openiiig of the hospital die direc¬ 
tors met and, noted The Cotonist: 
^Dr. W. A. Richardson was nnani- 


mously elected to fill the position 
of resident medical ofHeer. His 
salary is Hxed at $1,500 per 
annum, with board and Uving quar¬ 
ters for himself and family. His 
whole time and attention will be 


devoted to duties of the hospital. 


“Miss McMflian erf Kingston, OoL, whose 
testimonials are at the highest ordu, was 
unanimously appointed as matron and head Dune 
at a salary of ^ per month, with room and 
board. 

"Miss Annie Campbrtl of Victoria was 
appointed nurse at a salary of t30 per okmto. 
This lady's ability is well kDotm aod the direeton 
have undoubtedly taken a wise step fei availii^ 
themseives at her service. 

“Miss Annie Saiaiden was aim appointed 
ntvse at the same salary.

Dr. Richardson saw the Jubilee’s school of 
nursing launched, and tremendous strides in 
surgery, though even In die U90i toe doctors had 
to operate under gas lights. 

Once a year he and hia .arffe were tKnm* 
guests at toe Jubilee Hospital ball, one of the 
great social events of the city, w^h attracted all 
the doctors and their wives, and generally the 
elite of this place. 

Here, condensed, is 'Die Ortonlst account of 
the Jubilee ball in 1893: "The'Assembly Hall cat 
Fort Street was the scene of the festtvities. The 
music was supplied the fm« orchestra of HMS 
Royal Arthur.

cause the cost of living is 
so much lower in certain 
parts of Europe. 

Spain, for example, is still 
tner^bty cheap by American stan¬ 
dards. One of the "Ameropeans" 
Interviewed by Bainbridge noted 
drily that be lived comfortably in a 
Spanish village cxi $1,500 a year.

Oie significant difference be¬ 
tween the ’’Ameropeans" of today 
and tt)e "lost generatkxt” dt the 
twenties Is ttiat cf the former almost 
all intmd to return to America stxne 
day. Indeed, they make a point, 
even those who marry Europeans, of 
retaining their American passports. 
FrOTft which one may Infer that 
being an **An)eropean” is a tempore 
ary phase rather than a permanoit 
change. 

Bainbridge has accurately mir- 
rore<I the attitudes of mid-century 
expatriates and revealed illuminat¬ 
ing differences with their starry- 
eyed predecessors. While they relish 
the rewards of their European 
experience, they are determined also 
to retain their American roots. 1r 
short, immigration, rather than 
expatriation, remains the sincerest 
form of flattery. — J.B,

THE MOSSES 


SOME SPOROPHYTES RESEMBLE LONG-BEAKED BDUM.

The first signs ctf ^ring are stirring in the forests of Van¬ 
couver Island, ^rubs and flowering plants are still brown and 
dead, but down on tiie fcn^ floor the mosses are brilliantly 
green and vibrant with life. 

They cover the ground and swarm over logs and stumps and 
rocks, coming up under the ioe in the swamps, and creeping up 
the trunks oi living trees. Hiey dk^lay a hundred different shades 
of green and an Inflnite variety of form. Wth the first rays o f 
February sunshine th^ send up sporophytes, tiny capsut^ on 
thread-like stalks. Of the millions of ^}ores scattered from these 
cap^es, comparatively few will take hold, but Plough survive to 
ensure the continuation life. 

This has been going for millicsis of years, ever since the 
first moss plants ev<rived from the algae and climbed out of the 
water into the air, along with the ferns, liverworts aiul horsetails. 
The mosses have changed very Uttle throu^ the ages, and the 
carpet at green that delights us today is the same as that which 
greeted our primitive ancestcMs at the end of winter, b^ore the 
beginning of ^ring.
